The first shock today, a slight 
one, was felt at 6 a. mM, at was 
followed by a succession | Tet eight 
shocks, which sent the boldest —ho 
had returned to their houses tliee- 
ing to the hills again. 

The appearance of geysers in the 
Gulf of Smyrna added to the ter- 
rifying phenomena which had 
marked the preceding quake <nu 
spread further panic among. the 
population which is camping in the 
fields and hills. 

Dead Estimated at 40. 

Latest reports placed the deac 
at 40 and the injured at 135. A to- 
tal of 1970 builidngs has been de- 
stfoyed. The damage is estimated 
at $2,000,000. 

More tremors occurred yesterday 
at Smyrna and Torbali, but there 
was no additional damage. 

All unsteady houses were de- 
molished by the authorities to pre- 
vent another catastrophe. The 
population of Smyrna prowled the 
streets, many in scant attire and 
all fearing to re-enter their de- 
molished homes in search of cloth- 
ing. 

Official accounts said that at 
Smyrna 29 houses and 10 shops 
were demolished and. -193 houses, 
two mosques, 86 shops, four 
schools, five factories, two motion 
picture theaters, one hospital and 
a clock tower were damaged. 

At Karshiquaya, 16 houses were 
destroyed and 100 damaged. 

It was stated officially that seven 
villages were destroyed and 17 
damaged. 

Bury Dead Immediately. 

There were several victims at 
Torbali where every house was in 
ruins. A thousand homeless peas- 
ants crouched among the debris. 
According to Moslem custom, they 
buried their dead immediately. 
Then, they turned their faces to- 
ward Mecca and prayed to Allah, 
waiting with resignation for what 
might befall them, as intermittent 
tremors continued. 

Several villages around Torbali 
were destroyed. Five were unin- 
habitable and four were damaged 
badly. In one of these villages, 
150 houses were razed and 40 per- 
sons injured. In another, eight 
persons were killed and 16 injured. 

Ten persons were killed at Bain- 
dir. Three mosques and several 
other buildings were damaged at 
Minnennette. At Karabrune and 
six -other places several houses 
were déstroyed. 

The Government at Angora or- 
ganized relief forces and sent a 
commission to the stricken district. 
President Mutapha Kemal sent 500 
Turkish pounds (roughly $2250) to 
relieve immediate’ needs. 

Witnesses of the disaster said 
the earthquake was preceded by an 
electrical storm &nd the waters of 
the Gulf of Smyrna rose and 
whirled and receded while the ter- 
ror stricken populace knelt in 
prayer. 

All Foreigners Safe. 

There was a brief period of si- 
lence and then came the first 
shock with a roaring rumble. Eight 
others followed at short intervals. 

The American Consul in Con- 
stantinople was unofficially assured 
that all foreigners in Smyrna were 
safe. Crippled telegraph lines pre- 
vented the Consulate at Smyrna 
from reporting directly. Meager 
advices;from the country districts 
indicated the damage there was 
widespread and heavy. 

A fissure 60 feet long and near- 
ly four feet wide was opened along 
the quay. Restoration work is be- 
ing done already on filling in the 
many. fissures. 

An entire hillside slid from the 
mountains in northern Anatolia. A 
dozen farm houses were crushed 
{but no deaths ata. — 
only road between Trebizon 
Erzeroum was blocked and it wil 
take months to clear.

Grieving over the death of their 
Denise and 
Phyllis Robinson, sisters, ended 
their lives with poison at their 
home, 5572 Clemens avenue, early 
yesterday, just 12 hours after their 
mother died of heart disease. 

The three bodies are at an un- 
dertaking establishment at 4449 


Olive street. They will be sent for 
burial to Indianapolis, where the 
family formerly lived. 

A Coroner’s verdict of double 
suicide was returned today. The 
poison swallowed by the sisters had 
been purchased to clean silver, and 
had been brought from Harbor 
Snrings, Mich., where one of the 
sisters visited last summer. 

The mother, Mrs. Annabelle Rob- 
inson, was a widow, and lived with 
the two daughters who killed 
themselves. Miss Denise Robinson 
was 49 years old and employed as 
a saleswoman. Miss Phyllis ws 
47 and an invalid. 

Action Alarmed Third Sister. 

The death of the mother at 4:30 
p. m. Saturday was a heavy blow 
to Denise and Phyllis, according to | 
a third sister, Miss Cevelia Robin- | 
son of the Westmoreland Hotel, 
who is vice president and secretary 
of the Society of Applied Aris. 
After spending the greater portion 
of Saturday evening weeping, the 
two sisters retired to their bed- 
room. Somewhat alarmed by their 
actions, Miss Cecelia Robinson re- 
mained at the apartment for the 
night, sleeping on a daybed, and 
induced Miss Lucille W. West, a 
trained nurse, who had attended 
the. mother,” to..remain also, she 

At 4:30 a. m. Miss Cecelia Rob- 
inson and the nurse were aroused 
by someone coughing violently in 
the sisters’ bedroom, They found 
Denise and Phyllis unconscious in 
their room. They were dead when 
a physician arrived, A carton 
which had contained poison was 
in the room, and _ (the carton’s 
wrapper and a giass which had 
contained a solution were in the 
bathrqom. 

Notes Tell of Grief. 

Miss Denise Robinson had left 
one-note, and Miss Phyllis had left 
three, one of which had been torn 
to bits but was pieced together by 
j Olice. 

“Dear Cecelia,” wrote Denise, “I 
cannot facé life without mother. 
I am grieved to distress, and were 
I brave enough to do so, I would 
live and work and help you pay 
off the bills. But I have not the 
courage. I hope God will reward 
you for all you have done for me. 
And I hope you can get the use 
of the money you have your life 
insured for in my name, to use 
now that you need it. Forgive me 
if you can. DENISE.” 

“IT am going to try to stick to 
‘mother,” wrote Phyllis Robinson 
in her first note. “Iam dying any- 
way. It will only be a short time 
and it is much better’ to have it 
all over at ono time. 

“What can one do with a life 
as broken as mine. Mamma is my 
life and it is going from me. You 
can go On because you can con- 
centrate on your full life and not 
always be losing, trying to keep 
us always. I know you would do 
this same thing if you were here. 
Den can follow or stick it out. 


Makes Funeral Suggestions.

KILLS SELF BECAUSE 


Georgia Postmaster | Leaves 
Note Telling of Forced 
Tribute to Party.

DOUGLAS, Ga. April 2.—L. F. 
Peterson, who killed his assistant, 
J. T. Kirkland, and ended his own 
life yesterday,, after being re- 
lieved as postmaster here, blamed 
his predicament on forced con- 
tributions to the Republican party 
organization in Georgia. 

In a letter he wrote before he 
died, which was read at the Cor- 
oner’s inquest last night, he said 
he had contributed $2000 in the 
last five years, although his yearly 
salary was only $2700. The tribute, 
he wrote, was exacted of him in 
order that he, a Democrat, might 
retain his position. 

The .letter was written to his

St. Louisan Tells House 
About Record of Man

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Repre- 
sentative John J. Cochran (Dem), 
St. Louis, today disclosed to the 
House that Eugene M. Elliott, who 
has received many permits for the 
construction of toll bridges 
throughout the South and Middle 
West, pleaded guilty in Detember, 
1925, to defrauding the Govern- 
ment of his income taxes. 
Cochran's disclosure came after 
Representative E. E. Denison, 
chairman of the Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee, had 
stated that he held no prejudice 
against Elliot and personally would 


vote favorably on a bridge permit} 


for Elliot if it was sponsored by a 
mnember of Congress. 

On objection from the Republic- 
an side, Cochran was not permit- 
ted to finish reading the entire in- 
dictment against Elliott. He was, 
however, allowed the privilege of 
having the indictment, Elliott’s 
plea of guilty and the judgment of 
the Court, inserted in the Congres- 
sional record. 

Arrested for False Returns. 

The indictment disclosed that 
Elliot was arrested at Jackson- 
ville, Fla., for having made a false 
return on his income for the years 
1922 and 1928. The count con- 
cerning the 1922 return was nolle 
prossed, but Elliot pleaded guilty 
to the second which charged that 
he had had a net taxable income 
of $206,326 that year, whereas he 
failed to file a return of any kind. 

He was fined $500, and was com- 
pelled to pay back taxes which 
Cochran said ran into six figures. 
The indictment revealed gthat in 
1923 Elliot made more than $265,- 
000 on the Gandy Bridge in Flor- 
ida, of which he was merely se- 
curity sales manager. 

Representative Henry -F. Nied- 
ringhaus (Rep.) of St. Louis, who 
introduced two bridge bills for 
Elliot at the present session, one 
for a bridge at Carondelet and an- 
other on the Olive street road, was 


not on the floor when Cochran | 


gave notice that he had a copy of 
the indictment against Elliot. Rep- 
resentative L. C. Dyer (Rep.) of 
St. Louis, speaking for Niedring- 
haus, stated that from his own 
knewledge, he knew Niedringhaus 
never had met Elliot and had 
merely introduced the bills at the 
request of constituents in St. Louis 
and St. Charles counties. 

Cochran corroborated this by 
stating that he had the same in- 
formation, Cochran stated that he 
wanted to emphasize that Ne placed 
no blame on his colleague. 

Cochran had a difficult time get- 
ting the floor to read the indict- 
ment. Objection from the Repub- 
lican side prevented him from hav- 
ing the document read by the 
clerk. Aided by Representatives 
La Guardia of New York and 
Schafer of Wisconsin, both Repub- 
licans, who began objecting to all 
bridge bills, he was given unani- 
mous consent to address the House 
for ten minutes. When he had 
just started a Republican member 
called for the regular order, and in 
the ensuing disorder Cochran gave 
up the floor, after obtaining unan- 
imous consent to extend his re- 
marks in the record. 

For the last two months Cochran 
has studied carefully all the bills 
coming before the House on the 
unanimous consent calendar, At the 
outset he stated he had no personal 
prejudice against Elliot, whom he 
had never met, but that was at- 
tacking a system which allowed 
persons or corporations to capitalize 
a bridge permit for which they paid 
nothing. While Cochran was mak.- 
ing his fight in the House, the Post- 
Dispatch disclosed that Elliot had 
obtained more than 30 bridge per- 
mits from Congress. 

Statements Called For. 

When the bridge bills came up 
today on the unanimous consent 
ealendar, Cochran, La Guardia and 
Schafer insisted that each Repre- 
sentative who introduced the bill 
make a statement that he was con- 
vinced the proposed permittee ex- 
pected to build the bridge in ques- 
tion and had not sold permits for 
other bridges. 

The objections by the three Rep- 
resentatives put Denison on the 
defensive. Questioned by La Guar- 
dia about Elliot, he made the state- 
ment that he would personally vote 
for a bridge permit for Elliott 
whenever the request was spon- 
sored by a House member. 

“Do you know that Elliott is not 
a fit person to obtain a permit 
from Congress?” La Guardia 

‘asked. When Denison signified 
that he had no prejudice against 
Elliott, Cochran obtained the fioor 
and made the indictment disclo- 
sure.

The former Secretary of the In- 
terior also contendéd that. the 
ranch deal was not started until 
after the oil lease was signed. 

Sinclair Gets Ranch Certificate. 


While it was not mentioned in 
the deposition proceedings, M. T. 
Everhart, Fall's son-in- law, tes- 
tified before the Senate Oil Com- 
mittee that when Sinclair made the 
payment for a third interest in the 
ranch, the stock certificates were 
turned over to Everhart as trus. 
tee for the oil man, Later Mark 
B. Thompson, attorney for Fall, be- 
came secretary of the Tres Ritos 
compa and in 1924 sent Sinclair 
his certificate , showing he owned 
a third interest in the ranch for 
three years. 

Calls Oil Committee Unfair. 

Sinclair is expected to produce 
this certificate during his trial in 
Washington. Thompson, sub- 
penaed as a Government witness, 
left for Washington last night, tak- 
ing the ranch company records It 
was said that the certificate was 
not sent to Sinclair before 1924, 
because the stock had been de- 
posited as collateral for a loan.

Indiana Senator Points Out

“President Coolidge, Secretary

said, “all admit the presence of 
this problem, and all have sug- 
gested a solution, but Congress had 
taken a different view and arrived 
ata different conclusion.” 
Favor Equalization Fee. 

Referring to the opposition of 
these administration leaders to the 
equalization fee provision, where- 
by it is proposed to raise funds for 
marketing surplus crops, Wat- 
son insisted that “to deny the 
farmers the McNary-Haugen bill 
with the equalization fee, is to 
deny them the benefits of the pro- 
tective system.” 

He declared the equalization fee 
was the “only sound way” of ac- 
complishing the regulation of crop 
supplies and affording producers 
the advantage of existing tariffs. 

Watsen declared the entire farm 
relief” ‘ontroversy had narrowed 
down t6' the equalization fee, which 
is opposed by the President and he 
confined his remarks to this phase 
of the bill. 

Says Farmers Uphold kee 

“It is singular,” he said, “and I 
believe, significant, that this fire 
now centered against the equaliza- 
tion fee comes not from~farmers, 
but from those who a year or 80 
ago were ‘opposing any kind of 
farm relief legislation: In the last 
analysis, the farmers will pay the 
equalization fee and they are here 
advocating it, not opposing it. 

“Surplus contro! legislation with- 
out the equalization fee would be 
unworkable and ineffective unless 
we are to turn to direct or fndirect 
‘Treasury subsidy, which the farm- 
ers do not want, the country will 
not support, and which, in short, 
is unthinkable.”

Closed, Men Face Idle Period, 


Many Lacking Cash or Credit 


Long Lay-off During Which Their Debts Piled 
Up Preceded Resumption of Work 
Last October.

STAUNTON, IIL, April 2.—With 
virtually all the large mines in the 
Illinois coal field closed, thousands 
of men and their families are left 
without funds and without creit. 

Merchants, with slim hope of col- 
lecting their bills now from the 
men, to whom they have furnished 
food, clothing and supplies on 
credit, are themselves trying to get 
extensions of credit and banks are 
feeling the effects of the depres- 
sion. 

The workers and their wives and 
children will be the real sufferers 
if the closing of the mines con- 
tinues, as is likely, throughout the 
summer. But the miners philo- 
sophically say to one another end 
to those who question them? “Well. 
you have to take it as it comes.”’ 

As has been told, the mines have 
been closed because the operators 
feel they cannot afford longer to 
pay the Jacksonville waze scale, 
based on $7.50 a @ay for day la- 
bor and $1.08 a ton for tonnage 
men, who do piece work. A tem- 
- srary agreement, under which 
about 177 of the 350 mines in the 
State have been working, expired 
yesterday and the operators have 
declared they will not ar se again 
to the scale they have been pay- 
ing. Some of the smaller mines are 
continuing to operate in scattered 
sections of the fields. 

Only .a comparatively few of the 
80,000 miners of the State will have 
work in these mines, 25 of which 
are small mines in the Belleville 
district. 

Around Staunton, Gillespie, Mt. 
Olive and in Franklin County, the 
principal mining centers, only a 
few small mines continue in opera- 
tion. 
coal mining is the only industry, 
that business men and workers 
alike view the future with doubt. 

A Typical Case. 

John Banjavic, the tather of 
eight motherless children, is one 
whose earnings in recent months 
and whose present circumstances 
may be considered as typical among 
the workers. Banjavic, whose home 
is near Staunton, went to work last 
Oct. 6, after a six months’ layoff. 
He mined coal on the piece work 
basis, receiving $1.08 a ton. In 
almost cix months which Banjavic 
-2d ###worked intermittently he 
earned $850. The best month he 
had was in March, when the mine 
worked 22 days; the poorest 
month, January, when the mine 
was operated only 13 days. 

Out of that $850 though, Ban- 
javic had to pay debts which had 
piled up during his six-months’ 
layoff. He paid cash as he went 
along for necessaries he »bought 
while working.- And now,-.with en- 
forced idleness again upon him, 
Banjavic is unable to guess what 
will happen to his children. It is 
not likely that Banjavic, although 
he has the reputation of paying 
his bills when he has.money, wil) 
be able to get any considerable 
amount of credit. 

“God knows I want to work, but 
what can I do?” Banjavic asked. 
“Some people tell me to leave and 
get some other kind of work, but 
mining is all I know. I don’t be- 
lieve, even if I could go, it would 
do me any good. I met a fellow 
the other night in the labor hall 
who has been al! around the cities 
looking for work and he couldn’t 
find any. Anyway, I couldn't take 
my children with me and it is to 
give them a home and food that I 
want so much to work.”

Roscoe F. Warren has been sen- 
tenced to death for the murder of 
John C. Deskin in October, 1924. 

It was the second trial of War- 
ren, organizer of the Mutual Rocky 
Mountain Club, a recreational club 
for Masons. An investigation of 
Warren's handling of the finances 
of the organization culminated in 
the shooting to death of Deskin, one 
‘of three trustees. Warren’s first 
trial resulted in a verdict of guilty 
and a sentence of 15 years in the 
penitentiary from which he ap- 
pealed., 
|} Warren married Miss Dorothy De 
Croff, 19 years old, in December, 
1925, while awaiting a decision of 
the Supreme Court on his appeal 
from the 15-year sentence. Warren 
is 49. 

His young wife was by his side 
in the courtroom Saturday night 
when the verdict, arrived at after 
two hours’ deliberation, was read.

Warren’s counsel announced that 


a new trial would be asked, and if 


denied, an appeal would be taken. 

Warren did not testify. His de- 
fense was insanity and self-defense, 
at it was at his first trial, when he 
took the stand, wept, shouted and 
made dentfonstrations. He sat 
quietly behind his counsel through- 
out the second trial, which began 
last Monday. 

Deskin, president of an automo- 
bile agency. was shot Oct. 13, 1924, 
at a conference in a law office here 
of the trustees of the Mutual Rocky 
Mountain Club. Deskin was reading 
a resolution in which Warren’s 
resignation as manager of the club 
was demanded, when Warren en- 
tered the room. ted 

When a sentence was reached in 
the resolution charging Warren 
with the misuse of funds, Warren, 
shouting, “It’s a damnable lie,” 
drew a revolver and fired several 
shots into Deskin’s body, then 
turned the weapon on himself, in- 
flicting a severe wound in the 
chest. Deskin died shortly after- 
ward. 

The Mutual Rocky Mountain 
Club was organized by Warren in 
1923. The club membership was 
composed of more than 400 Ma- 
sons. Two camp sites in the 
Roéky Mountains had been  ac- 
quired. One was the Pahaska Te- 
pee, Buffalo Bill’s hunting lodge 
on the east side of Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park. and another tract 
north of the park in Montana. 
There the members would go to 
fish and hunt. Membership fee 
was $150, with additional fees for 
use of the club’s property.

Mrs, Helen Tufts Bailie Charges Order and 
. American Legion Are Being Used as 
“Catspaw to Crush Liberty.”

BOSTON, ‘April 2.—Mrs. Helen 
Tufts Bailie of Cambridge told the 
Boston Ethical Society yesterday 
that Boston “harbors two most vir- 
ulent” groups which, screened un- 


der high sounding names, have 
made, the American Legion and 
Massachusetts Daughters of the 
American Revolution “catspaw of 
a conspiracy to crush free thought, 
free speech and even liberty it- 
self.”’ 

Mrs. Bailie is a leader among 
the D. A. R. members who object 
to the co-operation of the organ- 
ization in the “blacklisting” of in- 
dividuals and organizations, anony- 
mously ticketed as ‘‘undesirable” 
or “doubtful” on account of al- 
legedly communistic or pacifist 
leanings. 

Mrs. Bailie attacked most bitter- 
ly “blacklist factories,” which she 
said, are unjustly branding edu- 
cators, clergymen and. industrial 
welfare workefs as “unfit to ad- 
dress patriotic gatherings.’” She de- 
clared that “blacklisting” has been 
carried to such absurd lengths that 
even Mrs. Alvan T. Fuller, wife of 
the Governor, is technically in- 
eligible as a speaker before the 
Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution. 

On the official D. A: R. “black- 
list” prominent place is given to 
the International Ladies’ Garment 
‘Workers’ Union, said Mrs. Bailie. 
Also proscribed is the group con- 
cerned with the “Prosanis Label’’ 


work. The “Prosanis Label” is 
awarded to factories complying 
with certain standards of health 
and safety. Representatives of the 
workers, the employers and the 
public form a joint board which 
issues the label. Mrs. Fuller, sup- 
porting the work of the board, 
publicly sewed on the first label 
given out, and on the same oc- 
casion, accepted an honorary mem- 
bership in the Garment Workers’

most disastrous in Turkey since the 
Stamboul earthquake of ‘1894, says 
that 90 per cent of the buildings in 
Smyrna were damaged or de- 
stroyed. Four hundred and fifty 
tents, scores of physicians and tons 
of provisions have been rushed to 
the stricken city. 

The American colony in Smyrna 
numbers about 60, the chief inter- 
ests being two foreign mission 
board schools — the International 
College for Boys and the Gieustepe 
School for Girls. 

American firms, including the 
Standard Oil Co., the Glenn To- 
bacco Co., the Alston Tobacco Co., 
the McAndrews and Forbes Lico- 
rice Co., and the Gart Tobacco Co., 
have plants near the center of the 
city, where the heaviest damage 
was reported. 

The earthquake did not touch 
the famous antiques at Pergamum 
and in the Museum at Smyrna. 

The Turkish Cabinet sent $5000 
from Angora to Smyrna for relief 
work. 

The Red Crescent Society, which 
has been pinched financially since 
the abolition of the Caliphate by 
the republic cut off the annual 
gifts of millions of moslems in In- 
dia, managed to send 4000 tents, 
food and medical supplies to as- 
sist the thousands of homeless 
peasants.

The company was. incorporated 
in 1891, when Ruf and Frost were 
drug clerks. Dr. Cox was. their 
backer. It produced a headache 
tablet, the sales of which in suc- 
ceeding years made multimillion- 
aires of Ruf and Cox. 

For his cause of action. Frost al- 
leged that in 1893, when he had 
75 shares of stock pledged at a 
bank as collateral on a $7000 loan. 
he asked Ruf and Cox fto* declare 
a dividend so he could pay the 
bank. They told him the com- 
pany lacked funds for dividend 
purposes, Frost alleged, upon which 
he sold his stock to them for §28,- 

; 000, in order to pay the loan and 
retired from the firm. Immediate- 


ly thereafter, he asserted, the com-. 


pany began paying large dividends 
which have continued ever since, 
and he declared his stock was 
bought with company. funds. 

The .defense demurrer included 
a general denial and an. allegation 
that the suit was barred by the 
statute of limitations, having been 
delayed more than the maximum 
of 10 years. Judge Ossing made 
no comment in sustaining the de- 
murrer.

West, pleaded guilty in Detember, 
1925, to defrauding the Govern- 
ment of his income taxes. 

Cochran's disclosure came after 
Representative E. E. Denison, 
chairman of the Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee, had 
stated that he held no prejudice 
against Elliot and personally would 
vote favorably on a bridge permit 
for Elliot if it was sponsored by a 
thember of Congress. 

On objection from the Republic- 
an side, Cochran was not permit- 
ted to finish reading the entire in- 
dictment against Elliott.. He was, 
however, allowed the privilege of 
having the indictment, Elliott’s 
plea of guilty and the judgment of 
the Court, inserted in the Congres- 
sional record. 

Arrested for False Returns, 

The indictment disclosed that 
Elliot was arrested at Jackson- 
ville, Fla., for having made a false 
return on his income for the years 
1922 and 1923. The count con- 
cerning the 1922 return was nolle 
prossed, but Elliot pleaded guilty 
to the second which charged that 
he had had a net taxable income 
of $206,326 that year, whereas he 
failed to file a return of any kind. 

He was fined $500, and was com- 
pelled to pay back taxes which 
Cochran said ran into six figures. 
The indictment revealed gthat in 

1923 Elliot made more than $265,- 
000 on the Gandy Bridge in Flor- 
ida, of which he was merely se- 
curity sales manager. 

Representative Henry F. Nied- 
ringhaus (Rep.) of St. Louis, who 
introduced two bridge bills for 
Elliot at the present session, one 
for a bridge at Carondelet and an- 
ofher on the Olive street road, was 
not on the floor when Cochran 
gave notice that he had a copy of 
the indictment against Elliot. Rep- 
resentative L. C. Dyer (Rep.) of 
St. Louis, speaking for Niedring- 
haus, stated that from his own 
knewledge, hg knew Niedringhaus 
never had met Elliot and had 
merely introduced the bills at the 
request of constituents in St. Louis 
and St. Charles counties. 

Cochran corroborated this by 
stating that he had the same in- 
formation, Cochran stated that he 
wanted to emphasize that he placed 
no blame on his colleague. 

Cochran had a difficult time get- 
ting the floor to read) the indict- 
ment. Objection from the Repub- 
lican side prevented him from hav- 
ing the document read by the 
clerk. Aided by Representatives 
La Guardia of New York and 
Schafer of Wisconsin, both Repub- 
licans, who began objecting to all 
bridge bills, he was given unani- 
mous consent to address the House 
for ten minutes. When he had 
just started a Republican member 
called for the regular order, and in 
the ensuing disorder Cochran gave 
up the floor, after obtaining \upan- 
imous consent to extend his re- 
marks in the record. 

For the last two months Cochran 
has studied carefully all the bills 
coming before the House on the 
unanimous consent calendar, At the 
outset he stated he had no personal 
prejudice against Elliot, whom he 
had never met, but that was at- 
tacking a system which allowed 
persons or corporations to capitalize 
a bridge permit for which they paid 
nothing. While Cochran was mak- 
ing his fight in the House, the Post- 
Dispatch disclosed that Elliot had 
obtained more than 30 bridge per- 
mits from Congress. 

Statements Called For. 

When the bridge bills came up 
today on the unanimous consent 
calendar, Cochran, La Guardia and 
Schafer insisted that each Repre- 
sentative who introduced the bill 
make a statement that he was con- 
vinced the proposed permittee ex- 
pected to build the bridge in ques- 
tion and had not sold permits for 
other bridges. 

The objections by the three Rep- 
resentatives put Denison on the 
defensive. Questioned by La Guar- 
dia about Elliot, he made the state- 
ment that he would personally vote 
for a bridge permit for Elliott 
whenever the request was spon- 
sored by a House member. 

“Do you know that Elliott is not 
a fit person to obtain a permit 
from Congress?” La Guardia 
‘asked. When Denison signified 
that he had no prejudice against 
Elliott, Cochran obtained the floor 
and made the indictment disclo- 
sure, 

On last unanimous consent day, 
Cochran objected to permits to El- 
liott for construction of the Ca- 
rondcict and Olive. Street road 
bridges.

The Commander discussed fully 
the dance at Malta at which Rear 
Admiral Bernard St. G. Collard is 
alleged to have abused the band- 
master and had the marine bard 
replaced by jazz musicians, an ac- 
tion which apparently, capped the 
climax in a controversy with Com- 
mander Daniel. 

The Royal Oak’s Commander 
verified evidence already presented 
concerning this, and reiterated he 
had heard Admiral Collard refer to 
the bandmaster with an offensive 
epithet. 

Considered Action an Insult. 

Asked what has his general im- 
pression of Collard’s conduct when 
there was a controversy ove 
whether the Admiral should land 
from the port or starboard side of 
the vessel at Malta, Daniel replied 
he felt the Admiral had given “a 
deliberate insult” in upbraiding 
him in the presence of other offi- 
cers and seamen. 

Referring to the incidents of 
the dance on board the Royal Oak 
through which the trouble arose, 
Commander Dantel said that Ad- 
miral Collard approached him and 
said. “Look here Commander, what 
on earth has happened to the 
band?” 

Subsequently, the witness said, 
the Admiral told the bandmaster 
the playing was like a dirge and 
that he would have to be sent 
home. The Admiral further re- 
buked the bandmiaster in the pre- 
sence of all the bandsmen. 

Says He Heard Admiral Curse. 

Commander Daniel then said he 
had heard the Admiral use an op- 
probious epithet, which caused the 
suggestion that a formal complaint 
be made against the admiral. 

Admiral Collard denied to the 
Commander that he had ever used 
such a word, but Daniel said he 
himself heard it used and that fi- 
nally on the appeal of the Admiral] 
had arranged to make the best re- 
_— possible to those entitled to 

When the thing had been 
straightened out, ‘the witness said, 
the Admiral came to him, congrat- 
ulated him on his tact and said. 
“Thank you very much for get- 
ting me out of a nasty hole.” 

Tells of Snub by Admiral. 

Commander Daniel, touching on 
an incident in which Rear Admiral 
Collard was said to have ‘oarded 
the Royal Oak and ignored the of- 
ficers who were standing at salute 
to receive him, said the Admiral} 
walked past thre officers, including 
himself and Capt. Dewar, and “cut 
the Captain dead.” More than 59 
men must have seen the whole in- 
cident, the witness stated. His im- 
pression was that the Admiral’s 
manner was a deliberate insult to 
the officers, 

Cross-examined by Capt. Calvert, 
the prosecuting counsel in the 
court martial, Commander Daniel 
admitted Rear Admiral Collard 
undoubtedly was the principal host 
of the dance. The Commander said 
he himself was almost rude to the 
other officers in endeavoring to 
find partners for the ladies. He 
took several officers by the arm, 
he said, and conducted them to the 
ladies at the dance. 

The Admiral had compikined be- 
cause there were ladies present

Sinclair Gets Ranch Certificate. 

While it was not. mentioned in 
the deposition proceedings, M. T. 
Everhart, Fall’s son-in- law, tes- 
tified before the Senate Oi! Com- 
mittee that when Sinclair made the 
payment for a third interest in the 
ranch, the stock certificates were 
turned Over to Everhart as trus. 
tee for the oil man. Later Mark 
B. Thompson, attorney for Fall. be- 
came secretary of the Tres Ritos 
company and in 1924 sent Sinclair 
his certificate showing he owned 
a third interest in the ranch for 
three years. 

Calls Oil Committee Unfair. 

Sinclair is expected to produce 
this certificate during his trial in 
Washington. Thompson, sub- 
penaed as a Government witness, 
left for Washington last night, tak- 
ing the ranch company records It 
was sald that the certificate was 
not sent to Sinclair before 1924, 
because the stock had been de. 
posited as collateral for a loan. 

Fall closed his cross-examination 
with the declaration that the Sen- 
ate Oil Committee was not fair 
and “was not intended to be fair.”’

Indiana Senator Points Out 
That Republican Party Is 
Pledged to Improve Agri- 
cultural Situation.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Open- 


ing the farm relief debate in the 
Senate today, Senator Watson of 
Indiana, a Republican presidential 


candidate, took direct issue with 
President Coolidge on the contro- 
versial equalization fee provision. 

Watson, who is opposing Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover for pres- 
idential delegates from Indiana, 
said the Republican party was 
pledged to farm relief. 

“President Coolidge, Secretary 
Mellon and Secretary Jardine,” he 
said, “all admit the presence of 
this problem, and all have sug- 
gested a solution, but Congress had 
taken a different view and arrived 
at a different conclusion.” 

Favor Equalization Fee. 

Referring to the opposition of 
these administration leaders to the 
equalization fee provision, where- 
by it is proposed to raise funds for 
marketing surplus crops, Wat- 
son insisted that “to deny the 
farmers the McNary-Haugen bill 
with the equalization fee, is to 
deny them the benefits of the pro- 
tective system.” 

He declared the equalization fee 
was the “only sound way” of ac- 
complishing the regulation of crop 
supplies and affording producers 
the advantage of existing tariffs. 

Watsen declared the entire farm 
relief” “@ontroversy had narrowed 
down to the equalization fee, which 
is opposed by the President and he 
confined his remarks to this phase 
of the bill 

Says Farmers Uphold Fee. 

“It is singular,” he said, “and I 
believe, significant, that this fire 
now centered against the equaliza- 
tion fee comes not from™farmers, 
but from those who a year or s0 
ago were opposing any kind of 
farm relief legislation. In the last 
analysis, the farmers will pay the 
equalization fee and they are here 
advocating it, not opposing it. 

“Surplus contro] legislation with- 
out the equalization fee woul be 
unworkable and ineffective unless 
we are to turn to direct or fndirect 
Treasury subsidy, which the farm- 
ers do not want, the country will 
not support, and which, in short, 
is unthinkable.”

Closed, Men Face Idle Period, 
Many Lacking Cash or Credit

STAUNTON, IIL, April 2.—With 
virtually all the large mines in the 
Illinois coal field closed, thousands 
of men and their families are left 
without funds and without credit. 
Merchants, with slim hope of col- 
lecting their bits now from the 
men, to whom they have furnished 
food, clothing ana supplies on 
credit, are themselves trying to get 
extensions of credit and banks are 
feeling the effects of the depres- 

sion. 

The workers and their wives and 
children will be the real sufferers 
if the closing of the mines con- 
tinues, as is likely, throughout the 
summer. But the miners philo- 
sophically say to one another cad 
to those who question them: “Well. 
you have to take it as it comes.’ 

As has been told, the mines have 
been closed because the operators 
feel they cannot afford longer to 
pay the Jacksonville wase scale, 
based on $7.50 a day for day la- 
bor and $1.08 a ton for tonnage 
men, who do piece work. A tem- 
- yrary agreement, under which 
about 177 of the 350 mines in the 
State have been working, expired 
yesterday and the operators have 
declared they will not af %e again 
to the scale they have been pay- 
ing. Some of the smalier mines are 
continuing to operate in scattered 
sections of the fields. 

Only a comparatively few of the 
80,000 miners of the State will have 
work in these mines, 25 of which 
are small mines in the Belleville 
district. 

Around Staunton, Gillespie, Mt. 
Olive and in Franklin County, the 
principal mining centers, only 4a 
few small mines continue in opera- 
tion. 
coal mining is the only industry, 
that business men and workers 
alike view the future with doubt. 

A Typical Case. 

John Banjavic, the tather of 
eight motherless children, is one 
whose earnings in recent months 
and whose present circumstances 
may be considered as typical among 
the workers. Banjavic, whose home 
is near Staunton, went to work last 
Oct. 5, after a six months’ layoff. 
He mined coal on the piece work 
basis, receiving $1.08 a ton. In 
almost cix months which Banjavic 
. ad worked intermittently he 
earned $850. The best month he 
had was in March, when the mine 
worked 22 days; the poorest 
month, January, when the mine 
was operated only 13 days. 

Out of that $850 though, Ban- 
javic had to pay debts which had 
piled up during his six-months’ 
layoff. He paid cash as he went 
along for necessaries he bought 
while working.- And now,.with en- 
forced idleness again upon him, 
Banjavic is unable to guess what 
will happen to his children. It is 
not likely that Banjavic, although 
he has the reputation of paying 
his bills when he has.money, wil) 
be able to get any considerable 
amount of credit. 

“God knows I want to work, but 
what can I do?” Banjavie asked. 
“Some people tell me to leave and 
get some other kind of work, but 
mining is all I know. I don’t be- 
lieve, even if I could go, it would 
do me any good. I met a fellow 
the other night in the labor hall 
who has been all around the cities 
looking for work and he couldn’t 
find any. Anyway, I couldn't take 
my children with me and it is to 
give them a home and food that I 
want so much to work.’’ 

John Laskach also has eight 
motherfess children. He hag been 
unable to work regularly for four 
years, part of the time because of 


illness. Two of his children wé@re 


er than that of last year.

Landlords Sympathetic. 

There are numerous families 
among the miners with more than 
four children. Some ofthese have 
been unable to pay rent for a year, 
but their landlords usually are 
folks who are in sympathy with 
them because of the tremendous 
handicap under which they are 
forced to work, and a family which 
faces eviction is the exception. 

Among the small merchants and 
grocers the situation is almost as 
bad. The grocers, particularly, 
find it difficu]t to refuse credit as 
long as they are able to grant it, 
when men sometimes plead des- 
perately for food for their families. 

All of this in a district which 
could be easily one of the most 
prosperous. The coal fields there 
have‘actual capacity now of 90,- 
000,000 tons a year, with potentiaJ 
capacity of 125,000,000 tons an- 
nually. During the six months 
which some of the mines worked 
last year, less than 45,000,000 tons 
of coal were mined, and only a few 
more than one-half of the migers 
in the Illinois fields had employ~ 
ment during that time. 

With the union officials and 
mine operators alike adamant in 
their stand for and against the 
Jacksonville wage scale, many be- 
lieve the amount of coal to be 
mined this year will be even small- 


Some Mines Filling Contracts. 


W. J. Jenkins of St. Louis, presi- 
dent of the Illimois Coal Operators’ 
Assoeiation, says that not more 
than 10 per cent of the Illinois 
mines, the owners of which are 
members of the association, will 
operate until there is an adjust- 
ment of the wage scale. The mines 
continuing operation are those 
which have long-time contracts to 
furnish coal to industries, which 
they must fill nm order to hold 
them. There are several mines al- 
so which do not sell to the public 
generally, but which are operated 
by railroads and utilities, which 
will continue operation, Jenkins 
said.

Former President of School 
Board, Succumbs at Daugh- 
ter’s Home in Webster. 


Edward C. Eliot a lawyer here 
for 48 years, former president of 
the Board of Education and son of 
the Rev. William G. Eliot, first 
chancellor of Washington Univer- 
sity, died of heart disease early to- 
day at the home of his daughter, 
Mrs. Leonard Martin, 22 Joy ave- 
nue, Webster Groves. He was 69 
years old. , 

He had been in failing hea.th 
for more than a year. Becoriung 
acutely ill three weeks ago, he was 
moved from his own home at 5446 
Maple avenue to‘that of his daugh- 
ter, for care. 

Born here on July 3, 1858, Mr. 
Eliot obtained his A. B. degree 
at Washington University in 1878 
‘and was graduated from the St. 
Louis Llaw School, affiliated with 
that institution, two years later, 
when admitted to the bar. He had 
various legal partnerships, heading

It was the second trial of War- 
ren, organizer of the Mutual Rocky 
Mountain Club, a recreational club 
for Masons. An investigation of 
Warren's handling of the finances 
of the organization culminated in 
the shooting to death of Deskin, one 


Warren's first 
trial resulted in a verdict of guilty 
and a sentence of 15 years in the 
penitentiary from which he ap- 
pealed., 

Warren married Miss Dorothy De 
Croff, 19 years, old, in December, 
1925, while awaiting a decision of 
the Supreme Court on his appeal 
from the 15-year sentence. Warren 
is 49. 

His young wife was by his side 
in the courtroom Saturday night 
when the verdict, arrived at after 
two hours’ deliberation, was read. 

Warren’s counsel announced that 
a new trial would be asked, and if 
denied, an appeal would be taken. 

Warren did not testify. His de- 
fense was insanity and self-defense, 
at it was at his first trial, when he 
took the stand, wept, shouted and 
made denfonstrations. He sat 
quietly behind his counsel through- 
out the second trial, which began 
last Monday. me 

Deskin, president of an automo- 
bile agency. was shot Oct. 13, 1924, 
at a conference in a law office here 
of the trustees of the Mutual Rocky 
Mountain Club. Deskin was reading 
a resolution in which Warren’s 
resignation as manager of the club 
was demanded, when Warren en- 
tered the room. 

When a sentence was reached in 
the resolution charging Warren 
with the misuse of funds, Warren, 
shoufing, “It’s a damnable ‘ lie,” 
drew a revolver and fired several 
shots into Deskin’s . body, then 
turned the weapon on himself, in- 
flicting a severe wound in the 
chest. Deskin died shortly after- 
ward. 

The Mutual Rocky Mountain 
Club Was organized by Warren in 
1928. The club membership was 
composed of more than 400 Ma- 
sons. Two camp sites in the 
Roéky Mountains had been ac- 
quired. One was the Pahaska Te- 
pee, Buffalo Bill’s hunting lodge 
on the east side of Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park. and another tract 
north of the park in Montana. 
There the members would go to 
fish and hunt. Membership fee 
was $150, with additional fees for 
use of the club’s property.

Massachusetts Daughters of the 
American Revolution “catspaw of 
a conspiracy to crush free thought, 
free speech and even liberty it- 
self.”’ 

* Mrs. Bailie is a leader among 
the D. A. R. members who object 
to the co-operation of the organ- 
ization in the “blacklisting” of in- 
dividuals and organizations, anony- 
mously ticketed as ‘‘undesirable” 
or “doubtful” on account of al- 
legedly communistic or pacifist 
leanings. 

Mrs. Bailie attacked most bitter- 
ly “blacklist factories,” which she 
said, are unjustly branding edu- 
cators, clergymen and. industrial 
welfare workers as “unfit to ad- 
dress patriotic gatherings.’ She de- 
clared that “blacklisting” has been 
carried to such absurd lengths that 
even Mrs. Alvan T. Fuller, wife of 
the Governor, is technically in- 
eligible as a speaker before the 
Daughters of the American. Revo- 
lution. 

On the official D. A. R. “black- 
list’”” prominent place is given to 
the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union, said Mrs. Bailie. 
Also proscribed is the group con- 
cerned with the “Prosanis Label’’

awarded to factories complying 
with certain standards of health 
and safety.

most disastrous in Turkey since the 
Stamboul earthquake of ‘1894, says 
that 90 per cent of the buildings in 
Smyrna were damaged or de- 
stroyed.

The American colony in Smyrna 
numbers about 50, the chief inter- 
ests being two foreign mission 
board schools — the International 
College for Boys and the Gieustepe 
School for Girls. 

American firms, including the 
Standard Oil Co., the Glenn To- 
bacco Co., the Alston Tobacco Co., 
the McAndrews and Forbes Lico- 
rice Co., and the Gart Tobacco Co., 
have plants near the center of the 
city, where the heaviest damage 
was reported. 

The earthquake did not touch 
the famous antiques at Pergamum 
and in the Museum at Smyrna. 

The Turkish Cabinet sent $5000 
from Angora to Smyrna for relief 
work. 

The Red Crescent Society, which 
has been pinched financially since 
the abolition of the Caliphate by 
the republic cut off the annual 
gifts of millions of moslems in In- 
dia, managed to send 4000 tents, 
food and medical supplies to as- 
sist the thousands of homeless 
peasants.

Frost, now a resident of Spring- 
field, Ill., alleged in the suit, filed 
in January, 1927, that he had been 
defrauded of his stock in the com- 
pany by his partnors, the late 
Frank A. Ruf, who was president, 
and Dr. John W. Cox, who is sec- 
retary. 6 
Frost sued for ofie-third interest 
in the firm and for an accounting 
of dividends on 75 shares. of stock 
since 1893. ’ 

The company was incorporated 
in 1891, when Ruf and Frost were 
drug clerks. Dr. Cox was. their 
backer. It produced a headache 
tablet, the sales of which in suc- 
ceeding years made multimillion< 
aires of Ruf and Cox. 

For his cause of action, Frost al- 
leged that’ in 1893, when he had 
75 shares of stock pledged at a 
bank as collateral on a $7000 loan. 
he asked Ruf and Cox fo* declare 
a dividend so he could pay the 
bank. They told him the com- 
pany lacked funds for dividend 
purposes, Frost alleged, upon which 
he sold his stock to them for $28,- 
000, in order to pay the loan and 
retired from the firm. Immediate- 
ly thereafter, he asserted, the com- 
pany began paying large dividends 
which have continued ever since, 
and he declared his stock was 
bought with company. funds.

The 
making of such a report is a recognition of 
the responsibility which the owners have 
placed on the management for the successful 
handling of their property. L 


Railway management, however, has a 
double responsibility. It owes allegiance 
also to the public. ‘The nature of railway 
service makes the conduct of a railroad a 
public trust, and the public is entitled to 
know how that trust is discharged. 


We all like to see where our money goes. 
Here is a report to the public on what be- 
came of every $100 spent for Illinois Central 
service in 1927: 


The operation of trains, stations and other 
transportation services cost $32.63. ‘That in- 
cluded $5.74 for locomotive fuel. 


The upkeep of cars and locomotives took 
$16.14 and the upkeep of other property 
$12.78, a total for upkeep of $28.92. 


The publication of tariffs and solicitation 
of traffic took $1.90. Dining car and restau- 
rant service accounted for 65 cents. Legal 
expenses amounted to 27 cents. Investiga- 
tion of the value of the railroad cost 9 cents. 
Pensions to retired employes took 36 cents. 
Clerks and other general office employes 
were paid $1.31. General officers received 
20 cents. Payments of loss and damage 
claims totaled $1:44. Miscellaneous general 
expenses accounted for 42 cents. 


Charges made to cover the wearing out of 
equipment took $5.97. Rents paid for the 
use of property belonging to others took 
$4.64. Interest payments on borrowed 
money came to $8.65. Taxes took $6.21. 


All the expenditures up to this point to- 
taled $93:66. That left $6.34 of the original 
$100. Dividends to stockholders took $5.53, 
leaving 81 cents to be applied on property 
improvements. 


Railway expenditures, as this outline illus- 
trates, are widely dispersed. . Moreover, they 
are promptly made; little money ‘remains 
long in the railroad’s Keeping. That stimu-

CHICAGO, April 2.—Chicago is 
completely demoralized. The po- 
litico-criminal situation can hard- 
ly be exaggerated. The spot news 
going out daily on press wires 
must convey that impression to the 
country at large. 

And the cause of all the trouble 
is that politics and crime now sleep 
in the same bed. _, ; 

There have been 62 bombings in 
five months and no _ convictions. 
“Mobs”, continue to take rival lead- 
ers’ “for a ride” or “put them on 
the spot.” Murder mounts in totals 
and there are few if any convic- 
tions. 

It is variously estimated there 
are from 12,000 to 20,000 speak- 
easies, beer flats, “offices” or 
“spots” now open for business in 
the city. 

Gambling places run wide open, 
with cappers on the sidewalk to 
solicit business in many instances. 

There is no segregated vice dis- 
trict, but disorderly houses run in 
every district and patrons can 
climb into any taxicab and be 
taken to the door, the cabman 
waiting for his “fix” on the fee. 

Thousands of Places Pay. 

All these thousands of joints pay 

somebody for protection, and the 


aggregate sum must be prodigious. 
The money drips through the un- 
derworld. Politics sends down its 
roots invisibly at this point and 
that is the silver sap that is sucked 
up. 
. How high it goes nobody will 
venture to say. They will blame 
politics readily enough because 
“politics” is so impersonal, not a 
bit touchy: 

The trouble is that there are 
things which everybody knows to 
be true but which nobody could 
prove in a court of law. Under- 
world and political deals are not 
made in auditoriums. 

~ Admits Alliance Exists. 

“Yes, it is true that politics and 
crime are allied in Chicago,” said 
the director of the 10-year-old Chi- 
cago Crime Commission, Menry 
Barrett Chamberiain. Beyond that 
his mouth was shut. 

The leaders in the principle Re- 
publican faction are States Attor- 
ney Robert E. Crowe and his ally. 
once his enemy, Mayor William 
Hale Thompson. 

Crowe is the most powerful man 
in Chicagg, bar none- He went into 
office back in 1920, was re-elected 
in 1924 after the lLoeb-Leopold 
trial, and if the primary fight, 
April 10 goes to suit him, he will 
be up for re-election again next 
fall. 

When Crowe broke with Thomp- 
son in 1922 he explained: 

“Any man that is interested in 
protected gambling and protected 
vice and protected prostitution I 
refuse to travel along with, polit- 
ically or otherwise.” 

When Crowe ran for re-election 
in 1924, Mayor Thompson, a dead 
letter for the time being, duc 
mainly to two administration scan- 
dals, said: 

“Any time you'll find that I am 
in the same political bed with Bob- 
by Crowe, then you’ll know that 
Bill Thompson has turned out to 
be a crook.” 

Now Thompson is one of the 
smartest demagogues living and 
Crowe one of the smartest poli- 
ticilans. Neither one could horn in 
on the other’s specialty and be a 
sure-fire hit. But in their own 
lines they are practically unbeat- 
able. Crowe's slogan in practical 
politics, he once told a newspaper- 
man, is, “If you can’t beat ‘em, 
join ’em.” 

Crowe Joins Thompson. 

A year ago Crowe saw the end 
of his second term of office near- 
ing and he joined Thompson, who 
needed him badly just then be- 
cause Thompson was running 
against a man of great character, 
the Democrat Dever. 

Now it is clear Crowe and Thomp- 
son need each other at regular in- 
tervals. It is said each is trying 
to undermine the other in contro] 
of the local political machine, and 
itis prophesied they eventually 
will break. But self-interest will 
glue up the pieces again. 

Crowe probably would lose con- 
trol of his machine if he lost his 
present, office. And right now he 
is fighting simply to be renomi- 
nated so that he may run on the 
Republican ticket for re-election 
next fall. 

The question arises why Thomp- 
son does not now hold aloof and 
let Crowe go on the rocks at the 
primary contest. For one thing 
Crowe's machine is go strong he 


might win even without the 


Thompson demagoguery and per- 
sonal support. 


Where Thompson Needs a Friend, 


“The trouble is,” said a political 
observer, “that Big Bill can’t exist 
unless he has a friendy State’s At- 
torney in office. The State’s At- 
torney controls the power to indict. 
And a hostile &tate’s Attorney 
might indict Thompson for mis- 
feasance or nonfeasance. 

“This gives just a small corner 
of the political picture. And this 
is why Chicago is at fever heat 
over the primary contest to be held 
April 10. Speechifying goes on at 
all hours of the day and _ night. 
Banners fly in the streets, with the 
bombs. 

Every noon Big Bill Thompson 
shoulders his 220-pound bulk, cow- 
boy hat and all, into some theater 
in the loop and shouts for “Arner. 
ica first.” That is his slogan and 
his answer to everything. He :as 
taken in Crowe‘and the rect under 
that inspiring banner. Their ticket 
is the “America first’ ticket. 

Some of the newspapers make 
fun of him and in consequence he 
fulminates against them in his 
public speeches. His campaign slo- 
gan was “Throw away your lam- 
mer and get a horn” and this has 
lately been twisted to “Throw away 
your hammer and get a bomb.” 

There are plenty of comic 
touches. A few days afier the 
homes of political opponents of the 
Thompson-Crowe machine hadj 
been half demolished by bombs, an

NY comsideration for the fu- 
Ais growth of St. Louis must 

embody rapid transit as the 
vital element and any plan leaving 
out anticipation of subways'or ele- 
vated lines as the first thought for 
future transportation, would be the 
gravest folly, said Rolla Wells in 
an interview he gave to the Post- 
Dispatch after making his final 
report Friday to the Federal 
Court as receiver of the old Unit- 
ed Railways. 

‘In making this report Wells, who 
is 72 years old, turned his fiftieth 
year of activity as capitalist and 
public servant in St. Louis. The 
report must be held by Federal 
Judge Faris 20 days befor the re- 
ceiver can he finally djscharged. 
Action then by the court will re- 
lieve Wells of this public trust, 
leaving him with only one quasi- 
public connection—he is still a 
member of the Board of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank, of which he 
was the first governor, and also 
a member of the executive com- 
mittee of that depository 

“The need for subways or ele- 
vated street railway lines was be- 
coming apparent more than 20 
years ago, when I was Mayor and 
had a bill passed in the Legisla- 
ture enabling the city to build 
them,’’ said Wells. ‘“‘My efforts at 
that time may have seemed prema- 
ture, but if they had been taken 
more seriously and the whole thing 
had not somehow gone to pot, 
St. Louis would have no street con- 
gestion in the downtown district 
today. 

“If the need for rapid transit was 
apparent ‘so long ago, it is more 
pressing today. It is vital to the 
advancement of St. Louis. 


Work Together for Common Gvod. 


“Were I called upon ;to alvise 
the people on their transportation 
problem I would. say, put all Lick- 
erings, distrust, ill-feeling and self- 
interest aside and bring all -irter- 
ests together for the common good. 
Then, with only the interests of the 
icity at heart, look into the future 
for the relief of surface couyestion 
by subways or elevated lines as the 
basic principle of any plan. Any- 
thing short of this policy witl jail 
in that degree to meet the. city’s 
growing needs. , 

“I think this is obvious to all 
persons who can see beyond the 
present, but self-interest, politicai 
considerations and other detri- 
mental factors must be eliminated 
in favor of the citizens with visio. 
who look to the ultimate sg 0d 
There is nothing complicated about 
eur problem. We urgently reed 
rapid transit, underground vr ovér- 
head. We cannot get it on the 
surface in this day of the autcmo- 
bile. There.is no more to say ,.ft 
this subject. The car rider and 
motorist find themselves in a jam 
every day. They ought to know 
all about it.” 

“Do you think it would be food 
policy to grant any more surface 
franchises?”’ he was asked. 

He smiled, and after a long 
pause remarked that he ought ro* 
to discuss franchises. 

“The Public Service Co. has 
taken over the street railway plop- 
erties,” he explained, “and J would 
rather not comment on your qiJes- 
tion, except to repeat thet we need 
rapid transit and we cannot gvt it 
on thé surface lines.” 

Birth of the Civie Spirit. 

Wells became reminiscent. He 
was born in St. Louis in 1856, on 
Olive street, between Fifteenth and 
Sixteenth, then the suburvs. He 
attended St. Louis primary scl.ools 
and was graduated from ,Washing- 
ton and Princeton universities He 
later received honorary derrees 
from Washington and Princeton. 

He has seen St. Louis grow from 
a small town to its present big city 
rank. Each step in its growth. he 
said, was a battle with the self- 
interest of a minority. 

“The first great turning poi:t ir 
the destiny of St. Louis,” te relat- 
ed, “in my oninion took place in 
1878 with the formation of che 
Commercial Club, the St. Uuis 
Club and establishment of the 
Veiled Prophet pageant. In that 
year St. Louis passed from the 
small town to the metropol:tan 
city. 

“Before that everyone was for 
himself. There had been only the 
University Club, and most busi- 
ness and professional men_ had 
been meeting to discuss civic af- 
fairs in drug stores or livery sta- 
bles. 

“Ours was one of four commer- 
cial clubs. The other three were 
in Boston, Cincinnati and Chicago, 
and every four years we visited 
each other for the interchange of 
ideas on civic and business prob- 
lems. The Veiled Prophet pag- 
eant provided annual amusement 
for the people and widely adver-

Wells’ first job was as assistant 
superintendent of the old Missouri 
Street Railway, owned by an un- 
cle. Later he became superintend- 
ent of the West End Narrow Gauge 
steam railroad, that operated from 
Grand and Olive, then the city 
limits, to Florissant, through Well- 
ston, which was named for his 
father, Erastus Wells. 

In .1883 the Wells family sold 
their interests in the Missouri rail- 
way and-.later got out of the sub- 
urban line, Wells concerned 
himself with investments until the 
early ‘90s, when he was elected 
treasurer and then president of 
the old St. Louis Agricultural and 
Mechanical Association, which gave 
the annual fair at the Fairgrounds. 
In 1901 he was elected Mayor. 
his term including the World's 
Fair period, he was re-elected four 
years later. He became receiver 
of the United Railways in 1918, 
after serving as first governor of 
the Federal Reserve Bank. 

Seeks City’s Advancemcnat. 

“I am often asked if I am about 
to retire,” said Wells. “I cannot 
tel). I was drafted for every of- 
fice I ever held. I have never 
sought preferment. I have re- 
spected every trust reposed in me, 
and J] look upon this’ confidence, 
both public and private, as the 
bright spots in my life.. I have no 
regrets. 

“T have never knowingly con- 
cealed anything from the people or 
from my associates. .I can say—I 
believe, with pardonable pride—I 
have had the courage of my con- 
victions to speak out and call 
things what they are. 

“As Mayor of St. Louis 1 was 
singularly free from political inter- 
ference. I had no personal inter- 
ests in the office except to serve 
the pedple, and not having any de- 
sire to use the office for political 
advancement, I was let alone and 
given a free hand. It was the same 
with my other jobs.” 

The former Mayor, who is re- 
markably well preserved, has no 
interest now than the advancement 
of St. Louis, he said, and he ex- 
pects to exercise that interest as 
long as he lives. 

Held: but One Political Post, 


A lifelong Democrat, Wel's wes 
a delegate to the party conveatioc 
of 1896. His only political office 
was that. of Mayor, when he was 
called on te clean up a boss-ridden 
and franchise-grafting ‘city yov- 
ernment. The planning and con- 
summation of the Louisiana Pu"*- 
chase Exposition in 1994 came 
while he was in office. On this oc- 
casion he won something of world 
notice and great commendation 
for his actions as official nost to 
the notables whp came were fer 
the fair. He was targely resp onsi- 
ble for bringing the Deinocratic 
national convention to St. Louis in 
1904. 

In 1911 and 1912 Wells served as 
president of the Business Men's 
League, forerunner of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

As a student at Princeton he be- 
came a friend of Woodrow Wilson, 
and when the latter, in 1912, was 
making his first race for President, 
Wells was chosen for the tmpor- 
tant post of treasurer of the Demv- 
cratic National Committee, waich 
meant that he shouldered the bur- 
den of financing the campaign. He 
held this trust until 1916, an4 
there was talk of his being Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in the first 
Wilson Cabinet.

Speaking at Carcassone yester- 
day. the Premier said that, with 
proper regard for French security 
and rights to reparations, France 
would “willingly accept, when the 
times comés, arrangements which 
by marketing of the bonds will 
permit our recent allies, Germany 
and us to settle our debts more 
rapidly.” 

The scheme, which has been 
under consideration for the past 
three years, has been delayed by 
various difficulties, the first of 
which was to obtain an wunder- 
standing with Germany by which 
her permission would be obtained 
to make the bonds negotiable on 
the open market. 

Pledge for Payment, 

The railroad and industrial ob- 
ligations under the Dawes plan are 
now in the form of two pieces of 
paper whereby. German ralitroads 
and industries are pledged for the 
payment of reparations. Those 
bonds draw 6& per cent interest. 

When it was first proposed to 
commercialize them money was so 
high that they could not have been 
marketed without a considerable 
concession in price. Now that 
money is easier, the French Gov- 
ernment regards the prospect as 
better. Meanwhile the Thoiry 
conference between Foreign Min- 
ister Briand of France and Foreign 
Minister Stresemann of Germany 
as well as the Locarno treaties 
paved the way for Germany's con- 
sent, 

“France asks nothing better 
than to deal in an atmosphere of 
confidence with all questions iof 
international interest that may 
arise,” said the Premier. “RPewveut- 
ly she discussed matters with Spain 
in a friendly manner and she is 
talking likewise now with Italy. 
She has just signed with a coun- 
try for whom she retains most cor- 
dial feelings, Rumania, a settlement 
about our war claim subject. how- 
ever, to revision should our owa 
debt be revised.

For nearly a quarter of a century, the 
British Government appears to have made 
a rule never to resist any demand mace 
by the United States; it always yields, and 
it has made up its mind always to yield. 
It feels instinctively that there exists a 
~reat force against which it can do nothing. 
It knows also that in case of conflict be- 
tween the two countries Canada would not 
support Britain; it would endeavor, but in 
vain, to remain neutral: at the best there 
would be civil war in the Dominion, and 
finally the Dominion itself would surely be 
lost. British statesmen are aware of this, 
and they will not risk a rupture.

Little by little, as American influence ex- 
tends throughout the world, this same rca- 
soning tends to apply not only to Canada 
but to other Dominions, and. in a general 
way, to the whole Empire. Even such lo- 
minions as Australia or New Zealand, which 
remziin politically loyal, fee! the economic, 
financial, and social attraction of the UntteJ 
States.

“It is necessary to bow before necessity,” 
they say: “and, for the rest, the Americans 
are not complete strangers to us: they 
have the same language, the same origin.

With Napo- 
leon, with William IT, it was not the same 
thing. In the future. the British Fleet and 
the Amerigan Fleet will co-operate to main- 


te HAT is the use of disputing the 


question of armaments?” say the 
British people. “There is nothing to be 
done. We have decided not to fight the 
Americans, and, moreover, a war between 
two countries of the same race is inconceiv- 


able.” That is perhaps true, but al! this 


does not go on without bitterness. British 


bitterness against the United States is ter- 
rible at the moment. In conversation, nine 
persons out of 10, I might say 99 persons 
out of a 100, show signs of a violent anti- 
pathy against their American cousins, They 
make fun of their accent, manners, lack of 
culture. The reaction is obvious; public 
Opinion is badly offended.

In adopting the attitude that I have just 
described, the British have above all acte.l 
on policy. If one probes the depth of their 
mind, one ends by finding that they do not 
believe that they have made a really fatal 
and final concession. In their mind they 
have sacrificed the shadow but they hope 
to retain the substance. How is that? First- 
ly, they do not believe that the Americacas 
will build this fleet. Even if it is butlt, they 
do not believe that it will be possible to 
manit. Britain considers the United States 
a continental country, badly prepared for 
maritime experiments (pour ila vie des 
oceans), hardly better prepared for the 
complex proceedings of commerce, of inter- 
national finance; they retain the confidence 
that for a long time hence America wi:l 
have need of the British commercial! trav- 
eler. 

The idea is right, and the Americans 
themselves share it, although to their mind 
Britain must from today henceforward re- 
sign herself to the role of a brilliant se=>- 
ond in this half-tacit entente. Presuming 
that there were complete accord betwee. 
the two countries on the general concep- 
tion of world affairs, nothing would, in fact, 
hinder the two fleets from co-operating and 
Anglo-Saxon peace from reigning. And 
Britain would not risk being drawn into a 
war of blockade which was disapproved by 
the United States—war which she would 
not be able to sustain without tie suprem- 
acy of the seas, to which certainly e Gov- 
ernment of Washington would r longer 
lend itself. It is necessary, therefore. that 
high British policy should not strike against 
the United States.

She forced her standards 
of what was right and proper in 
the conduct of gentlefolk upon her 
attractive but weak nephew, thus 
completely paralyzing his will, 
leading him into an unhappy mar- 
riage and ruining his chances of 
success. His two children, Audrey 
and Alexander, after a lonely and 
secluded ‘childhood and youth, 
found themselves unfitted for the 
place in life that Miss Ellen had 
blindly .assumed would be their’s 
and were forced to seek other lev- 
els. The story ends as they are 
beginning life anew, crutching at 
what seems rather dubious happi- 
ness, 

Old Enchantment is an interest- 
ing piece of work somewhat above 
the average in promise, and the 
characters are good studies of hu- 
man beings. The most. successfu] 
of them all is Aunt Ellen of the 
indomitable will, strong enough to 
bend those with whom she lived, 
but pathetic in her inability to see 
life except in a distorted sort of 
dream. The author has allowed 
no sentimentalism to shape his 
story. He has shown the ability to 
present a realistic study of a cer- 
tain portion of life and to tell a 
story in an entertaining fashion.

A high wind, blowing diagonally

A CARD INDEX | 
FOR THE HOME 


By Hannah Wing , 


HE housewife would save her- 
self considerable worry and 
confusion she used the business 
man’s card index system for her 
housekeeping record®,/ The card 
index system is the solution of the 
recipe problem. Every housewife ~ 
collects many miscellaneous reci« 
pes—some that members of her 
family use and are heirlooms sot 
to be had in any cook book; others 
are clipped from magazines and 
newspapers, tested and tried. If 
they are found satisfactory, a 
place must be found for thent 
along with the recipe of Mrs. 
Brown’s sponge cake, etc. 

Some housewives have found 
that the recipes that are most 
often used are very convenient if 
typed on card index cards. They 
can be taken out as needed and 
hung over the work table on « 
convenient hook — provided, of 
course, that the perforated cards 
aré used. This keeps the recipe 
out of the way of a chance spill 
and resulting soil 

The woman who plans her meals 
systematically files her week's or 
month’s menus on cards in chrono- 
logical order. The card is ‘readily 
accessible when the ordering is td 
be done. When making new 
menus for the same time of year, 
the ones of last year may be con- 
sulted as reminders. Menus foyv 
special occasions may be kept un- 
der separate headings. 

Accounts kept on cards may bé 
easily consulted when one wishes 
to be sure that budgets are not ex- 
ceeded or to find out how much 
certain items cost. Separate cards 
for fuel, light, heat, milk, meat, 
groceries and personal cards for 


useful, 

Inventories on cards show date 
when equipment was purchased, 
price, firm, etc., and give one the 
needed information to check. on 
the wear and value of the par- 
ticular type or make when it must 
be replaced. 

A card address file for home use 
has many advantages over the old 
address book, as 
easily be kept up-to-date.
